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Claims 

[d] 1. A method of enabling a user to have a custom desired 
experience while accessing electronic files using an ap- 
plication, said method comprising: 
providing said user the ability to specify a first experi- 
ence profile associated with a first electronic file and a 
second experience file associated with a second elec- 
tronic file, said first experience profile being provided 
external to said first electronic file and said second ex- 
perience profile being provided external to said second 
electronic file, said first experience profile containing a 
first set of values for a first set of experience attributes 
and said second experience profile containing a second 
set of values for a second set of experience attributes; 
controlling said first set of experience attributes accord- 
ing to said first set of values while providing access to 
said first electronic file using said application; and 
controlling said second set of experience attributes ac- 
cording to said second set of values while providing ac- 
cess to said second electronic file using said application. 

[c2] 2. The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

providing said user the ability to specify said first expe- 



rience profile associated with a third electronic file; and 
controlling said first set of experience attributes accord- 
ing to said first set of values while providing access to 
said third electronic file. 

[c3] 3. The method of claim 2, further comprising changing 
said first experience profile to change the experience 
while accessing each of said first electronic file and said 
third electronic file, but not said second electronic file. 

[c4] 4. The method of claim 3, wherein said first set of values 
is not the same as said second set of values and wherein 
said first set of experience attributes is not the same as 
said second set of experience attributes. 

[c5] 5. The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

receiving an input to open said first electronic file; 
providing access to said first electronic file while con- 
trolling said first of experience attributes according to 
said first set of values. 

[c6] 6. method of claim 5, wherein said first of experience at- 
tributes comprises a shape of a cursor. 

[c7] 7. The method of claim 5, wherein said first electronic 
file comprises a document which can be edited and 
wherein said first set of experience attributes comprises 
a music file, said method further comprising playing 



music represented by said music file while providing ac- 
cess to said document. 

[c8] 8. The method of claim 5, wherein said application is ex- 
ecuted on a system supported by an operating system, 
wherein said application and said operating system re- 
spectively support an application default and an operat- 
ing system default, wherein said first set of values over- 
ride said application default and said operating system 
default if in conflict. 

[c9] 9. The method of claim 5, wherein said providing com- 
prises: 

indicating a plurality of experience profiles available for 
association with electronic files, wherein said plurality of 
experience profiles comprising said first experience pro- 
file and said second experience profile; and 
receiving a selection from said user, wherein said selec- 
tion indicates that said first experience profile is to be 
associated with said first electronic file. 

[do] io.A method of enabling a user to have a custom desired 
experience while accessing a first electronic file using a 
first application, said method comprising: 
enabling said user to specify an experience attribute as- 
sociated with said first application and a value for said 
experience attribute, wherein said attribute is provided 



by a second application; and 

causing said second application to control said experi- 
ence attribute according to said value while said user ac- 
cesses said first electronic file using said first applica- 
tion. 

[cH] 11. The method of claim 10, said first application com- 
prises a word processing application and said first elec- 
tronic file comprises a editable file, and wherein said 
second application is designed to play a song from a file, 
and said value comprises an identifier of said file. 

[d2] 12. The method of claim 11, wherein said user can spec- 
ify a second experience attribute associated with first 
electronic file, wherein said second experience attribute 
controls a volume of said song. 

[d3] 13. method of claim 12, wherein said first experience at- 
tribute and said second experience attribute are speci- 
fied in an experience profile associated with said first 
electronic file. 

[d4] 14. a computer readable medium carrying one or more 
sequences of instructions causing a digital processing 
system to enable a user to have a custom desired expe- 
rience while accessing electronic files using an applica- 
tion, wherein execution of said one or more sequences 



of instructions by one or more processors contained in 
said digital processing system causes said one or more 
processors to perform the actions of: 
providing said user the ability to specify a first experi- 
ence profile associated with a first electronic file and a 
second experience file associated with a second elec- 
tronic file, said first experience profile being provided 
external to said first electronic file and said second ex- 
perience profile being provided external to said second 
electronic file, said first experience profile containing a 
first set of values for a first set of experience attributes 
and said second experience profile containing a second 
set of values for a second set of experience attributes; 
controlling said first set of experience attributes accord- 
ing to said first set of values while providing access to 
said first electronic file using said application; and 
controlling said second set of experience attributes ac- 
cording to said second set of values while providing ac- 
cess to said second electronic file using said application. 

[d5] 15. The computer readable medium of claim 14, further 
comprising: 

providing said user the ability to specify said first expe- 
rience profile associated with a third electronic file; and 
controlling said first set of experience attributes accord- 
ing to said first set of values while providing access to 



said third electronic file. 



[d6] 16. The computer readable medium of claim 15, further 
comprising changing said first experience profile to 
change the experience while accessing each of said first 
electronic file and said third electronic file, but not said 
second electronic file. 

[d7] 17. The computer readable medium of claim 16, wherein 
said first set of values is not the same as said second set 
of values and wherein said first set of experience at- 
tributes is not the same as said second set of experience 
attributes. 

[d8] 18. The computer readable medium of claim 14, further 
comprising: 

receiving an input to open said first electronic file; 
providing access to said first electronic file while con- 
trolling said first of experience attributes according to 
said first set of values. 

[d9] 19. computer readable medium of claim 18, wherein said 
first of experience attributes comprises a shape of a cur- 
sor. 

[c20] 20. The computer readable medium of claim 18, wherein 
said first electronic file comprises a document which can 
be edited and wherein said first set of experience at- 



tributes comprises a music file, said computer readable 
medium further comprising playing music represented 
by said music file while providing access to said docu- 
ment. 

[c21] 21. The computer readable medium of claim 20, wherein 
said application is executed on a system supported by an 
operating system, wherein said application and said op- 
erating system respectively support an application de- 
fault and an operating system default, wherein said first 
set of values override said application default and said 
operating system default if in conflict. 

[c22] 22. The computer readable medium of claim 18, wherein 
said providing comprises: 

indicating a plurality of experience profiles available for 
association with electronic files, wherein said plurality of 
experience profiles comprising said first experience pro- 
file and said second experience profile; and 
receiving a selection from said user, wherein said selec- 
tion indicates that said first experience profile is to be 
associated with said first electronic file. 

[c23] 23.A computer readable medium carrying one or more 
sequences of instructions causing a digital processing 
system to enable a user to have a custom desired expe- 
rience while accessing a first electronic file using a first 



application, said computer readable medium comprising: 
enabling said user to specify an experience attribute as- 
sociated with said first application and a value for said 
experience attribute, wherein said attribute is controlled 
by a second application; and 

causing said second application to control said experi- 
ence attribute according to said value while said user ac- 
cesses said first electronic file using said first applica- 
tion. 

[c24] 24. The computer readable medium of claim 23, said first 
application comprises a word processing application and 
said first electronic file comprises an editable file, and 
wherein said second application is designed to play a 
song from a file, and said value comprises an identifier 
of said file. 

[c25] 25. The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein 
said user can specify a second experience attribute as- 
sociated with first electronic file, wherein said second 
experience attribute controls a volume of said song. 

[c26] 26. computer readable medium of claim 25, wherein said 
first experience attribute and said second experience at- 
tribute are specified in an experience profile associated 
with said first electronic file.
